1951 Edition Of Federal Festival 
Semipostals Shows National Games, 
Zurich Arms; First Day On June 1 


Switzerland’s Federal Festival semipostals for 1951 will continue 
and finish the national sports theme which was begun with the 1950 
edition of the same series. Like last year’s, the new set will have 
five stamps, four of them portraying sports, and the fifth a coat of 
arms. The first day of issue will be June 1 with their sale continu- 
ing at all post offices until August 5, and the Swiss Philatelic Agen- 
cy until August 20. They will have a validity for postage fees for six 
months the last day being November 30, 1951. Proceeds from the sur- 
tax amounting to 90% will be distributed through three organiza- 
tions for the benefit of needy mothers. 





These are the Union of Swiss 
Women Association, the Swiss 
Women Society for Public Utili- 
ty, and the Swiss Catholic League 
of Women. 
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The remaining 10% is held in 


reserve for humanitarian pur- 
poses such as the work of the 
Swiss Society for Intellectual 
Sciences, 

Only part of one stamp will 
be produced from an engraved 
plate. It is the 5c plus 5c gray 
and red which will have a repro- 
duction of the Coat of Arms of 
Zurich and the Coat of Arms of 
Switzerland, the latter in rotary 
heliogravure and the balance of 
the design engraved. 

Zurich’s Arms were chosen for 
the design since this year it cele- 
brates its 600th year in the Swiss 
Confederation. 

Theabove stamp is the only one 
of the five to be produced at the 
Post Office printing establish- 
ment. The remaining four are the 
work of Courvoisier of La Chaux- 
de-Fonds. They are printed by the 
rotary heliogravure process.

Cachets For Kansas, 
Texas First Flights 


Those who like their cachets 
on first flight covers will have 
the opportunity of participating in 
two flights just announced by 
the Post Office Department. These 
were described in the Postal Bul- 
letin as follows: 

Effective on or about June 1, 
1951, air mail service will be in- 
augurated at Great Bend, Kans., 
over route A. M. 29. 

Special cachet will be provided 
for Great Bend and the usual 
treatment of philatelic mail will 
be authorized. 

Effective on or about May 15, 





| 1951, air mail service will be in- 


augurated at Borger, Tex., over 
feeder route A. M. 81. 

Special cachet will be provid- 
ed for Borger and the usual treat- 
ment of philatelic mail will be 
authorized, 

First-flight air-mail covers sent 
to the postmasters at Great Bend 
and Borger must be prepaid at 
the appropriate air-mail postage 
rate. Double postal cards and|** 
double post cards intended for 
return-reply purposes are not ac- 
ceptable as first flight cov- 
ers, All covers should be accom- 
panied by a letter authorizing 
the holding of the covers for the 
first flight and requesting the ap- 
plication of the cachet. Space ap- 
proximately 2% by 2% inches 
to the left on the address side 
of all covers is required for the 
cachet, 

No provision will be made for 
point-to-point covers. However, 
at request of collectors, covers re- 
ceiving cachet will be given di- 
rectional service only to an of- 
fice designated by the General 
Superintendent, Postal Transpor- 
tation Service, and served by the 
first flight in each direction, and 
will there be backstamped and 
dispatched onward to destination. 

Pursuant to Order E-5328 is- 
sued by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board effective April 25, 1951, au- 
thorizing Trans-Pacific Airways 
to engage in the transportation of 
mail on route A. M. 99, mail serv- 
ice will be desighated on this 
route effective May 15, 1951. 
This route will operate as fol- 
lows: Between the terminal point 
Honolulu, Oahu; the intermediate 
points Hoolehua, Molokai; Lanai 
City, Lanai; Maalaea, Maui; Up- 
olu Point, Hawaii; Kailua, Hawa- 
ii; and the terminal point Hilo, 
Hawaii. Between the terminal 
point Honolulu, Oahu; and the 
terminal point island of Kauai. 
Inasmuch as these offices are 
presently served by route A. M. 
33, no official cachets will. be 
provided for the inauguration of 
this service. 


Magazine Makes 
Philatelic Blunder 


Leave it to the lay press to get 
all flubbed up when it comes to 
writing anything about stamps 
and stamp collectors.

The first stamps of Iceland 
were issued in 1872 with their 
denominations in the skilling cur- 
rency. These were 2, 4, 8 and 
16sk. (Skildingar), Less than three 
years later a new  mone- 
tary unit was introduced having 
the kronur and the aurar, on 
January 1, 1875. . 

First postage stamps in this 
new currency were released on 
August 1, 1876 and carried the 
values of 5. 6, 10, 16, 20 and 40 
aurar. 

In the aforesaid decree in- 
structions were given by the gov- 
ernment to the governor of Ice- 
land, and the Lt. governor of the 
North and East district to estab- 
lish official postal routes to be 
served three times a year by car- 
riers from the four quarters of 
the country to Bessastaoir, the 
residence of the governor, and 
back to the counties, mainly to 
the county bailiffs. 

These postal trips were to be 
performed about the same time 
as ships departed from Iceland 
for Copenhagen, Denmark in or- 
der to insure that letters from 
every part of the country could 
reach their destination within the 
shortest possible time. 

It was then decided that the 
carriers should be set off on their 
journeys from the different coun- 
ties so that they met at Bessas- 
taoir at the beginning of March, 
June and October each year. 
(Iceland became an independent 
republic on June 17, 1944. Form- 
erly the nation was united with 
Denmark under King Christian 
X who was king of both nations.) 
The main object in the estab- 
lishment of this postal service 
was for the conduct of official 
business—to insure that import- 
ant official mail circulated safe- 
ly between the Bailiffs, the gov- 
ernor and the government in Co- 
penhagen. f 
At the time all affairs relating 
to Iceland were divided between 
two governmental departments in 
Copenhagen, the Chancellery, or 
“Cancelli”, and the Customs and 
Revenue Office, “Rentekammer”. 
The first of the two dealt with 
all judicial matters, while the lat-

When Iceland marks. the 175th anniversary of Postal Service 
with a set of two commems on May 13 collectors will have stamps 
bearing rather bleak, Arctic designs to add to their albums.

Eiriksson, a legal scholar and 
professor at the University of 
Soroe and later Chief Librarian 
of the Royal Library at Copen- 
hagen, was attached to this new 
department as commissioner. 

In 1773 however, these affairs 
were brought back to the Cus- 
toms and Revenue Office and Jon 
Eiriksson there assumed the duty 
of Commissioner and Deputy, a 
sort of permanent under secreta- 
ry of state. From then until his 
death in 1787 he was a leading 
personality in all affairs concern- 
ing Iceland.

More About Mr. Plumley 


There are always two or more sides to everything it seems and 
we are now getting the other side of the Plumley matter. In the 
first place we have nothing against Mr. Plumley. (Note we do not 
say. Congressman Plumley for we now learn that his term in Con- 
gress terminated January 3, 1951.) 

Our object in printing the letter and the information we gave 
was to point out with actual evidence just one of the thousands of 
things that are helping to make a tremendous deficit in the P. O. 
Department and due to which the Department is constantly trying 
to raise postal rates beyond reason. Our mail now brings us letters 
from many other sources pointing out many other things that help 
cause this deficit, most of which we are well aware of, The point 
is that the whole system is wrong and like any Governmental sys- 
tem that thrives and lives and sucks the public dry it is almost im- 
possible to eliminate such systems because those that thrive off of 
the systems are the ones who would have to kill the goose that lays 
the golden eggs for themselves and they just won’t do jit. Seems what 
we need most now is an investigation by the public of both Con- 
gress and the Government, 

Mr. Hoover was invited to make such an investigation some 
time ago but he had no power to put his findings into effect and 
as a result most of them will be kicked down the drain, 

Information from Washington, from an unquestionable source, 
states that Mr. Plumley is a very nice old gentleman, that he has 
always been a friend of stamp collectors. And as we have said, we 
have nothing against Mr. Plumley, but just used this letter because 
it fitted into a Philatelic publication. ; ; 

We have a telegram from Mr. Plumley in which he is quite 
irate but makes no threats because that would be foolish. as we have 
the: evidence. However in his defense he points out that “three 
things might have happened, namely envelope and possible others 
enclosing circular might have accidentally been included in bundle 
of outgoing official mail or was stamped and stamp became detach- 
ed enroute or accidentally was mailed without a stamp.” 

It is of course possible that the envelope and circular may have 
been accidentally placed in outgoing official mail. But how does a 
retired Congressman have official mail? He is entitled to the Free 
Franking privilege for six months after retirement, but Free 
Franking certainly does not permit this kind of mailing, or does it? 
The envelope shows that it was not stamped and that the stamp did 
not fall off in transit. If it was ever stamped the stamp fell off 
before it got to the post office. It of course could have been mailed 
without a stamp which is the fact, but that may not have been in- 
tentional on the part of Mr. Plumley. Anyhow we have heard from 
other collectors who got similar letters without a stamp and so 
must believe that Mr. Plumley just did not use stamps. 

A letter from Brattleboro, Vt. and from a lady too, says “The 
17 year vacation Mr. Plumley speaks about was spent in Washing- 
ton ‘representing’ us.” Aiso .... “he is out at last.” Other letters 
from Vermont contain numerous interesting remarks, but as we have 
said, the evidence speaks for itself and we have nothing against Mr. 
Plumley, but the letter, being tied in with our hobby fitted well 
in our columns. Only by an uprising of the public can the ills that 
infest so many of our Government Departments and agencies be 
eliminated.

Note, the news dispatch says 
to be repaired, and not restored. 
And I doubt that a piece of 
s-ulpture exists that shows the 
appearance of the head of the 
Sphinx when it was completed 
about five thousand years ago. 
The artist who designed the 
Egyptian stamps of 1879, recon- 
structed the head of the Sphinx 
in his drawing according to his 
own conception. He gave it fem- 
inine features and added a head- 
dress that extends down each 
side of the head and in front of 
the shoulders. 

(It was the Greek sphinxes 
that had the head and breasts 
of a woman, and wings. Those of 
Egypt had the body of a recum- 
bent lion with the head of a 
man, ram or hawk.) 


The Ghizeh Pyramids 


The Sphinx in question be- 
longs to the Ghizeh group of 
pyramids, hence the name. This 
group is located across the Nile 
River and west of Cairo, and 
north of the site of the once 
great city of Memphis. It is 
located on a natural limestone 
plateau about four miles from 
the river and a hundred and 
fifty feet above the Nile valley. 
To the west is the vast Libyan 
Desert. 








The Sphinx and Cephrenes Pyramid 
These pyramids represent the 
oldest man-made monuments in 
the world. There are nine of 
them in the group. The biggest 
of them is that of Cheops, which 
is the largest of all these struc- 
tures, its base covering an area 
larger than that of a city block. 
The second in size is that of Ce- 
phrenes, and the third of My-

The Sphinx was carved out of 
a hill of yellow limestone. It is 
located about 450 feet in front 
of the second pyramid, the Ce- 
phrenes, and faces towards what 
was then the capital of Egypt, 
Memphis. The city has now van- 
ished, it having bee a quarry 
for Cairo. 

The Sphinx and the Pyramid 
of Cephrenes are the subject of 
the second Egyptian postage 
stamps, the 1867 set. The Ceph- 
renes was replaced in the 1872 
issue by the great Pyramid of 
Cheops. This type of subject con- 
tinued to be used on all the post- 
age stamps down to the pictorial 
set of 1914. You can observe that 
the Cheops is to the rear and 
left of the Sphinx, its correct 
position. 

I have never been to Egypt. 
Most of my information on the 
Sphinx ‘and the pyramids was 
obtained from the two-volume

work of the Rev. John P. Dur- 
bin’s “Observations in the (Near) 
East.” He visited the country in 
1842. His first volume contains 
a diagram of the site of Ghizeh 
pyramids. There is also a full- 
page sketch of the Sphinx as it 
appeared when he saw it. At that 
time the sands of the Libyan 
Desert had covered, and protect- 
ed, it up to its neck.

the primitive means available, 
and required three months of 
work with the help of a hundred 
Arab laborers. When completely 
uncovered, it was found that the 
huge front paws extended fifty 
feet forward from the body. Be- 
tween them was a large block 
of granite, sculptured in bas-re- 
lief and hieroglyphics. There was 
also .a small temple. In front of 
it was a small carved lion, also 
recumbent, with gaze fixed on 
the Sphinx. 


“Cleopatra’s Needles” 


Now back to the design of the 
1867 stamps. In the right frame 
is depicted one of the so-called 
“Cleopatra’s Needles”. Durbin 
inspected the ruins of the ancient 
city of Alexandria. (The new 
and now modern town was built 
several miles north of the old 
site). When he saw the “Needles” 
one of them was prone and half 
buried in the earth. An old le- 
gend placed the pair before the 
entrance of the queen’s palace. 
It is now known the obelisks 
originally had stood before the 





Temple of the Sun in Heliopolis 
and were brought to Alexandria 
by the Romans to adorn the 
grounds of the Temple of Cae- 
sar, which was after Cleo’s time. 


en, which was also the smallest. 
One of the Vanderbilts paid the 
cost of a huge iron cylinder, in 
which the American obelisk was 
placed. It was then towed to 
New York, where it arrived in 
1880. 


"Pompey’s Pillar” 


The shaft in the left frame of 
the 1867 stamps is also erron- 
eously named. “t:' is known as 
“Pompey’s Pillar.” Durbin ex- 
amined it. He wrote that it was 
constructed of material taken 
from earlier monuments, and 
that the inscription on its base 
revealed it was erected in_honor 
of the Roman Emperor Diocle- 
tian. (284-313). Pompey’s name 
is associated with Alexandria in 
that he was assassinated there 
in 48 B. C. He had lost a battle 
in Greece to Caesar, his former 
father-in-law. He fled to Alex- 
andria, probably to seek the pro- 
tection of Cleopatra. But he was 
slain by one of his own officers 
as he stepped ashore from his 
ship. 

I believe a few paragraphs 
about the Rev. John P. Durbin 
wotrld interest many of the read- 
ers. He was born in Kentucky in 
1800, and was a clergyman and 
author. At one time he was chap- 
lain to the U. S. Senate, editor 
of the “Christian Advocate,” and 
later president of Dickinson Col- 
lege, Carlisle, Pa. 

Accompanied by three young- 
er companions, he undertook a 
trip, mostly overland, through 
the Near East, from Alexandria 
to Constantinople, His first ob- 
ject was to retrace the route of 
the Flight of the Children of Is- 
rael from Egypt. The second was 
to visit the cities of the seven 
ancient Apocalyptic Churches of 
Asia, Ephesus, Philadelphia, La- 
odices and the others. He found 
practically all of the cities in ut- 
ter desolation, inhabited only by 
storks, wild animals and nomads.

CANADA—Postmaster General 
G. Edouard Rinfret has made 
available photographs of four 
stamps to commemorate the cen- 
tennial of the transfer of the ad- 
ministration of the postal service 
to British North America. All will 
appear Sept, 24, coinciding with 
the holding of the Capex show in 
Toronto. 

One of the stamps will be a 
15c denomination, bearing as its 
central motif a miniature repro- 
duction of the original “Three 
Penny Beaver.” The original 
stamp reproduced on this 15c de- 
nomination was designed by Sir 
Sandford Fleming, and will mark 
the first occasion that the Post 
Office Dept. has issued a postage 
stamp of the 15c denomination 
since 1908. The color will be the 
shade of red that. approximates 
the first color used on the origi- 
nal stamp. 

The three other stamps will 
display contrasts in the means of 
transportation used to convey the 
mails in 1851 and today. The 4c 
black, will show an old-fashioned 
wood-burning steam engine and 
train, as compared with a mod- 
ern streamlined diesel.

MARK HOPKINS 
Educator - Moralist 


Born in Stockridge, Mass, 1802 
—died in 1887. He received his 
primary education at Williams 
College and his doctor’s degree 
at Berkshire Medical College. 
After a short period of medical 
practice he expanded into larger 
fields, 

He was appointed as Professor 
of moral philosophy and rhetoric 
at his old alma mater, Williams 
College, in 1830, which position 
he held “with ample gusto” for 
the next 57 years—until his death 
in 1887. He was chosen President 
of Williams College in 1836, but 
later resigned that post and left 
it to others, in order to devote 
his entire time and energy to his 
teachings. 

In addition, he was ordained as 
a Congregational preacher, and 
also served 30 years as President 
of the American Board of Foreign 
Missions, all of which many po- 
sitions gave him much ‘opportun- 
ity and territory to spread far 
and wide his theory of morality. 
“He was an inspired teacher and 
lecturer,” so our reference book 
tells us, and author of many books 
on morals and religion, 

During the centenary celebra- 
tion of his presidency at Williams 
College, held in 1936, a memor- 
ial tablet was unveiled at his 
birthplace. Yes, he was elected 
to the American Hall of Fame,

That makes sense, doesn’t it? We were 
always told that there is no sense trying 
to sell to a man who himself is interested 
in selling. He simply can’t solve your 
problem when he can't soive his own. Nor 
should you sell mint sheets to a man who 
wants to buy used blocks. Good business 
will not allow him to give a sensible valua- 
tion to material not of interest to him. 


It may be good business, but not for you. 
Your material must be handled by a logical 
biyer. A logical buyer is one who wants 
to buy what you have to sell, not just 
what he specifically wants to buy. 

Your question is now, ‘How do I know 
that you in particular want what I have 
to sell?’’

— POSTAGE EXTRA — 
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BY CARL P. RUETH 


While a number of collectors 
slacken little during the warm 
and hot months of the year (may- 
be they have air conditioned 
dens!), it seems that the major- 
ity succumb to the call of the 
great outdoors, They garden, fish, 
loaf, camp and enjoy the fresh 
air and sunshine in many differ- 
ent pursuits not missing their 
stamps and covers too much. 
But hot weather, humidity or 
general lassitude notwithstanding, 
there come periods when doing 
something philatelic seems to be 
the only occupation which will 
satisfy a restlessness we have. 
Generally, unless there is a cool 
room to work in, mint stamps will 
be left alone. They curl, and if 
not handled properly they stick 
to fingers and the album page. 
Course, eliminating mint stamps 
might spoil the fun of a lot of 
people, but that shouldn’t be. Has 
there ever been a collector so 
lacking in acquisitiveness that he 
hasn’t accumulated a stack of 
interesting covers, or a box of 
used items which needs intensive 
sorting? 

I doubt it, for while most col- 
lectors might resent being called 
hoarders, on the other hand, they 
rarely let go of anything regard- 
less of value. 

Summer time is dandy for cov- 


fer work, not only the mounting 
ibut the reading up necessary for 


proper identification and classifi- 
cation. Course the simpler items 
like the First Days and the Ca- 
chets for various events need no 
boning up on, but they will need 
a little looking around for the 
short write-up. 

Used stamps seem to have been 
especially designed for hot 
weather. There is nothing much 
you can ruin about them unless 
you persist in handling them with 
your sweaty fingers instead of 
tongs. Some of you folks with 
highly acid constitutions could 
stain the pretties. 

In your box full of used you 
might find the makings of sev- 
eral topical collections, or the be- 
ginning of a country or so, or the 
material for a cancellation col- 
lection like socked-on-the-nose 
U.S. Somewhere among your loot 
you will find the spark that will 
inspire you to dig with a will. 

Such simple things have been 
the inspiration for collections de- 
veloped to top notch exhibition 
winners.

In the April 30 column we had 
a discussion of “why printed al- 
bum pages don’t win prizes at 
exhibitions.” Since then, several 
readers have asked for an opin- 
ion why hand written pages seem 
to have a preference over type- 
written ones in the eyes of exhi- 
bition judges, 

While perhaps such a situation 
does exist, I feel that perhaps 
90% of all stamp show judges 
have no prejudices in the matter. 
On the main, your experienced 
judges are fairly square shooters, 
even as you and I, Only at the 
very top in the field of judges 
do we find the head strong and 
the opinionated—and sadly to 
state, these are the very .persons 
who should have the greatest tol- 
erance and openmindedness. 

I don’t want to leave the im- 
pression that all the top notch 
judges are narrow, but there are 
more than the law of averages 
accounts for. Perhaps they are 
impressed with their own infalli- 
bility! 

So much for the judges. 

Pursuing the original theme, I 
would say that hand written and 
typewritten pages are regarded 
equally meritorious by the judges. 
It seems to be somewhat of a hap- 
py coincidence that many of the 
grand award exhibits are writ- 
ten in pen and ink. And worse 
insult to the typewriter school of 
writing up, a lot of the writing 





wouldn’t do credit to a fifth 
grader. 

In such instances, the sheer ad- 
vantage in excellence of the ma- 
terial shown, and the outstand- 
ing evidence of philatelic know- 
ledge, carry the day for the scrib- 
blers, Should this same collection 
have been typewritten with the 
same stamps and write-up, it 
would have been unbeatable as 
well, 

When you are in there scrap- 
ping with your collection for one 
of the cups or medals at the big 
shows, you are in fast company 
indeed. It isn’t like in the rib- 
bon and certificate shows. 

The opinions on the matter of- 
fered here were formed to a large 
extent at stamp shows I have 
judged. And from this experience, 
I have chosen a style which I 
think will hold its own anywhere.

If persistence brings results, 
the United States Post Office De- 
partment should bring out a 
stamp or set of stamps picturing 
flowers one of these days. 

The persistence and push is be- 
ing supplied by a group of folks, 
organized nationally, known as 
the United States Flower Postage 
Stamp Committee.

That is they will continue to mail 
them for collectors until the June 
15 date. 

The May 1 cover was mailed

One of these days, in the not 
so distant future, stamps in coil 
form will be a thing of the past. 
The largest users of coils today 
are the stamp vending machines 
found in the lobbies of many post 
offices, 

These machines are a boon, of 


‘course, to those folks who forget, 


or don’t have the opportunity, of 
buying stamps at the stamp win- 
dows. But a worthy contender in 
performing the stamp selling job 
are those machines which take 
your money, upon which you in- 
sert your letter or card, press a 
button, and the piece of mail gets 
an imprinted meter indication of 
postage paid. 

You don’t get your piece of 
mail returned—it goes on through 
to a receptacle where a clerk 
takes it right to the sorting tables 
rather than to the cancelling ma- 
chine. That’s a step saved. 

Coils were also extensively 
used in business offices where 
there was a lot of mailing to be 
done. Mailing machines which 
sealed the envelopes and which 
applied one of the stamps were 
to be found nearly everywhere. 
This same function is being per- 
formed quicker and better by the 
meter postage machines, 

The coils are a victim of the 
times like the canal boat and the 
horse and buggy. There are some 
of both still around, but they 
don’t excite any one. 

Perhaps the interest in coil 
stamps will die as their use ‘dies. 
I wouldn’t want to predict that 
it would. But coil stamps have 
never had too vigorous a follow- 
ing—maybe with the non-appear- 
ance of new material it will be a 
blow not to be sustained.

every hand. He should have said 
that this is what happens even- 
tually to Christian countries 
conquered by barbaric Asiatics. 
He visited the slave market at 
Alexandria. (Slavery then pre- 
vailed in the U. S.) The Arab 
dealer offered him a_ springy 
Abyssinian girl, as he described 
her, for a hundred and fifty dol- 
lars. When he hesitated to an- 
swer, the Arab removed the girl’s 
garments so he could. see the 
bargain he would be getting. 
Durbin was shocked by this 
display of immodesty. Neverthe- 
less he did not keep away from 
the slave bazzar in  Constanti- 
nople when he got there. He re- 
ported that all the slaves on sale 
were women and that they were 
of every hue of skin. He was 
not allowed to see the supposed- 
ly beautiful Circassian girls, on- 
ly two of them being on sale 
at the time. 


Maybe they were sold only 
sight-unseen as was the practice 
in the Near East. One of the 
men of Durbin’s escort related 
how he had arranged to marry 
an Arab girl and had paid her 
father fifty dollars for her. That 
when he _ saw her for the first 
time she was so homely and old 
that he preferred to lose the 
money rather than take her. 


Quarantined At Jerusalem — 


The American consul at Cairo 
arranged with the sheik of an 
Arab tribe to provide an armed 
escort to accompany the Durbin’s 
party to Palestine, and to sup- 
ply the needed horses and cam- 
els. The Americans spent July 
4, 1842 in the Judean hills. They 
celebrated it by shooting off 
their pistols. When they reached 
Jerusalem, word had proceeded 
them that cholera had broken 
out in Egypt after their depar- 
ture, and they were quarantined 
in a corner inside the city walls, 
and had to pitch their tent by 
the side of a heap of manure. 
The Turks otherwise were not 
strict and permitted them the 
fieedom of the city: walls. 
Durbin’s “Obs: ‘vations’, was 
in such demand that it went 
through more than ten printings. 
Therefore one should be able to 
locate one of the printings in 
second-hand book sLops.
